Washington, January 20.— Direct 
and implied criticism of the atti- 
tude of British and other. foreign 


shipping interests toward the newly 
created American merchant marine 
permeated today’s sessions of the 
second annual 
National Merchant Marine associa- 
tion. 

Senator Jones, of Washington, 
chairman of the senate commerce 
committee, in the course of his ad- 
dress accused the chamber of com- 
merce of the United States and its 
magazine, the Nation’s Business, as 
well as the New York state cham- 
ber of commerce, of wittingly or 
unwittifgly” aiding British ship- 
ping interests in their fight against 
the American merchant marine. He 
declared these organizations sought 
with eastern trunk railway officials 
to cancel the present equalization of 
export freight rates from central 
freight assoclation territory to Gulf 
Accom- 
plishment of this, he added, would 
turn exporting and importing busi- 
ness from the Gulf and South Atlan- 
tic ports to New York, where, he 
asserted, the British shipping in- 
térests are centered. | 

Urses Equal Port Rates. 

“The excerpts quoted from an 
agreement of August, 1903,” Sena- 
tor Jones said, “do not leave the 
question open to doubt as to where 
the International Mercantile Marine 
company stands as regards British 
interests. The question then natu- 
rally arises ‘where do British ship- 


ping interests center in the United} 


States?” The answer is that they 
center almost entirely in the dort 
of New York, where their large ter- 
minal investments are located and 
from which most of their tonnage 
on this side of the Atlantic sails. 
“Consequently, whatever helps the 
port of New York benefits British 
ship owners. A monopoly of export 
freight sent through the port of 
New York snelis greater profits for 
these British owners. It follows, 
then, that the British shipping men 
are in accord with the Eastern 
Trunk Line rallway officials who 
seek to cancel the present equaliza- 


' tion of export freight rates from 


Central Freight association terri- 


tory to Gulf and South Atlantic 
ports.” 
For Southern Ports. 

Increased use of western and 
southern ports by steamship lines 
Was advccated by Harry H. Mer- 
rick, of Chicago, president of the 
Mississippi Valley association.

LABOR SECRETARY 
GES 


Aliens Told as Reply 
to Legion Attack on 


Official. 


Washington, January 20.— The 
policy of the department of labor 
with respect to the arrest and de- 
portation of radical aliens, concern- 
ing which it has had clashes with 
the department of justice. is an- 
-nounced for the first time by Secre- 
tary Wilson, in a statement made 
pubic today atthe white house. It 
was summarized as follows: 

“‘One—No person shall be ar- 
rested except upon sworn affi- 
davit, based upon information 
and beleif. 

„% Two—No person, when 4r- 
rested, shall be held incommu- 
nicado. 

“-‘Thnee—Everwy person arrested 

shall be entitled to counsel im- 

n on being taken 

t ustody. 
tO panther shall be oon- 
fronted with the evidence and 
shall be permittedto furnish tes- 
timony and be heard in their 
own behalf. 

“‘Mive—Excessive bail shall 
not be required.’ 
“These safeguards of American 

liberty, having been provided, if it 
thends. shown by the evidence that 
any alien is deportable under the 
so-called anarchistic law, we will 
deport him with as little compunc- 
tion as we would attack an invad- 
ing enemy. We will not deport 
anyone simply because he has been 
accused or because he is suspected 
of being a ‘red.’ We have no au- 
thori to do so under the law.“ 

Thé labor secretary’s statement, 
which also contained a vigorous de- 
tense of his assistant.

Secretary Tumulty to Colonel Henry

Sobbing over the humiliation to 
his friends and those who have at 
yarious times trusted him wit? 
large sums of money, young Day 
brokenly told the story of his life 
to a Gonstitution reporter, but re- 
fused to tell anything concerning 
his wife or the institution. 

| Work; Of Amateurs... 
The lack of e¥pertness with which 
Day attemptga to enter the vaults 
of the bank cénvificed. officials that 
he was an amateur. As City Mar- 
shall S. R. Adams and Dr. E. H. 
Burger, who were attracted to the 
scene by the noise when Day pried 
the door open, watched him, the 
youth was elumstly attempting to 
work the combination of the vault 
door. He had no tools, soup, nor 
firearms. Hé stated that he thought 
there was “enough money lying 
around loose to tide him over.” 

J. M. Daniel, president of the 
Bank of Hapeville,. issued a state- 
ment expressing his regret in hav- 
ing to press the charge against the 
boy. “Young Day was well-known 
to me pérsonally,” he stated. “I 
know of many instances wherein he 
has been trusted with large sums 
of money. He was popular in our 
town, and his’ ambition to make 
something of himself gained him 
deep respect.” 

The romance of the young cou- 
ple dates back to the time when, 10 
years ago, young Day with a young- 
er brother and sister, came to the 
home following the death of their 
mother in Walker county, where the 
boy. was born and reared in the hills 
that form the lower range of the 
Allepheny mountains. His father 
died when he was, four years old 
and for six succeeding years the boy 
helped his mother assume the bur- 
dens ot rearing the little family un- 
til “she grew kinder tired and went 
to sleep.” Then the children were 
brought to thé home in Hapeville.

Working Conditions for 
Women, Bootlegging 
and Fee System. 


Reports rendered before more 
than one hundred members of the 
Christian Council, meeting at the

Miss Mary Anderson, director of 
the women’s bureau of the United 
States department of labor, present- 
ed the case of the working girl in 
Atlanta after a government survey 
which lasted from May 28 to July 
13, 1920. She asked for better 
wages and shorter hours. Her 
recommendations have already been 
carried in The Constitution. 

John A. Manget read reports on 
the liquor question covering the 
later half of December, declaring: 
aS find that there is considerapte 
drankenness in Atlanta and that the 
illegal sale of liquor by bootleg- 
gers is common.”

Woman, Charged With

He sald that his client is 
now in an adjoining state, but that 
he feared that she would be caused 
embarrassment should her address 
be made public. 

Mrs. Cohen’s case was called for 
trial Wednesday afternoon before 
Judge Humphries, of the criminal 
division of the superior court, ac- 
cording to statements Thursday by 
Solicitor-General John A. Boykin, 
and Private Detective Vic Young. 
Neither the.woman, ‘her attorneys, 
nor witnesses, for the defense were 
presént in the court room. T 
witnesses for the prosecutton wefe 
present. 8 3 

Woman Not Present. 

The case was again called Thurs- 
day morning, but the woman and 
her attorneys were absent, and the 
state witnesses were dfsmissed. The 
exact time at which the woman left 
the /state could not be ascertained 
Tharsday. : 

Attorney Carpenter stated Thurs- 
day night that arrangements had 
been made whereby the case was 
continued to a future date. Both 
Solicitor-General Boykin and As- 
sistant Solicitor Ed A. Stephens, 
however, asserted that they had no 
knowledge’ of such an agreement. 
Mr. Stephens declared that had such 
an agreement been made, either he 
or Solicitor-Gneral Boykin would 
have some. knowledge of.it. 

Deputy Sheriff J. Gordon Hardy 
declared Tuesday night that upon 
an indictment charging Mrs. Cohen 
with shoplifting having been re- 
turned by the Fulton county grand 
jury a warrant was furnished him 
to serve upon Mrs. Cohen. 

Hardy states that instead of plac- 
ing the woman under arrgst he 
communicated with Attorney Car- 
penter by telephone and that Car- 
penter promised’ to bring his client 
to the court house the following day 
to make bond.

Hardy’s Statement. 

He states that several days later 
he met Carpenter in the court- 
house and asked nim why he had 
not brought the woman to be bond- 
ed.

Consecration of the lives of all 
Atlantans to Atlanta’s progress and 
the erasure of factional lines were 
the salient points in the inaugural 
address of Lee Ashcraft, who 
Thursday night was installed as 
president of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce at the chamber’s annual 
dinner in Taft hall. This occasion 
drew the largest attendance such an 
event has ever drawn in Atlanta, 
almost a thousand being seated at 
the dinner. 

“A fighting spirit in Atlanta and: 
an optimism which can not be 
crushed are the things Atlanta needs 
to bolster up the better. co-ordina- 
tion of effort and better mutual un- 
derstanding among her citizenry,” 
said: Mr. Ashcraft. “There has not 
be for instance, a great measure 
ofico-operation between the city hall 
and the chamber of commerce, but 
the chamber hereby signifies its ua- 
solicited willingness to put its 
shoulder to the whéel in any move- 
ment for the good of Atlanta, for it 
is for that the chamber exists. 

“The chamber has been called ‘a 
bunch of aristocrats,’ but if we are 
that, thank God there are 3,300 of 
us working heart and soul for At- 
lanta.“ 

Introduced by Black. 

Mr. Ashcraft was introduced to the 
gathering by retiring President Eu- 
gene R. Black, whe said in his re- 
marks upon the conclusion of his 
tenure of office that there was noth- 
ing done by the chamber of com- 
merce during his administration for 
which he wished to apologize, since 
ncething in all its program had ever 
been done from selfish motives. 

“There are two branches of work 
in the chamber of commerce,” said 
Mr. Black, “the commercial branch 
and the civic branch. he directors 
and officers of the body have car- 
ried out to the best of their ability 
the desires of the membership with 
regard to the commercial affairs and 
they consider still more important 
the civic work which must be done. 
Atlanta is e to the best, and 
the chamber has always done and 
will always! do what it can to pro- 
vide it. 

“The organization is not a polit- 
ical organization and can not be 
drawn into a political controversy. 
Its 3,300 members have each one 
the right to their opinion, and the 
chamber arrogates unto itself no 
epecial privileges other than doing

This organization, ac- 
cording to President Ashcraft, is to 
function as itself and is to be an 
organization which will train At- 
lantans for service by actual serv- 
lees. 

Fealty to the faith in Atlanta, 
which existed for more than fifty 
years, was expressed by more than 
one of the speakers Thursday night, 
who sald that the battles Atlanta

For improvement of the water- 
works, $2,850,000. 

For extension of the sewer Sys- 
tem. 31.250.000. 

For construction 
connecting Spring street with the 
Terminal Station plaza, forming a 
link that would provide another 
cross-town artery, $750,000. 

Provide for Amendment. 

Coupled with the bond ordinance 
council passed a resolution request- 
ing the Georgla general assembly, 
at its next session, to amend the 
city charter providing that the ad 
valorem tax rate of Atlanta be in- 
creased from $1.25 to 31.50 on the 
$100, the extra revenue to be util- 
ized toward paying the interest and 
sinking fund on the bonds. 

The original bond ordinance, 
which was introduced jointly by 
Councilmen R. A, Gordon and J. C. 
Murphy.

station with new ones of increased 
capacity; installation of mechanical 
stokers to replace the present diffi- 
cult and inefficient method of hand- 
ling coal to the boilers by hand. 
Sewer System Needs. 
Needs of the sewer system were 
detailed at the beginning of the 
year in a report rendered to council 
by Chief of Construction H. L. Col- 
lier. Summarized, the estimates are 
approximately as follows: For ex- 
tension of sewers, enlargement and 
repairs of those leading into the In- 
trenchment creek plant, $565,391; to 
the Lakewood creek plant, $72,381; 
to the Utoy creek plant, $37,640; to 
the Proctor creek plant, $157,828; to 
the Peachtree creek plant, $469,973; 


to the Druid Hills plant, 327,609: to 


the Sugar creek pumping station, 
$9,250. 

These make a total of $1,340,574, 
but do not take into consideration 
about $500,000 needed to increase 
the size of the present disposal 
plants and to build others. To the

IN SHIPBUILDING 


Dual Connection of 
Charles M. Schwab Cited 
as Reason for Many Im- 
proper Payments. 


New York, January 20.—At least 
$100,000,000 improperly paid ship- 
builders by the United States ship- 
ping board will be disclosed through 
an audit of accounts now in prog- 
ress, Colonel E. H. Abadie, former 
comptroller general of the board, de- 
clared here today before the Walsh 
congressional committee. 

Colonel Abadie charged that there 
were “a great many serious irregu- 
lerities” in the dealings between the 
Bethlehem Shipbuilding corporation 
and the government as a result of 
the connection of Charles M. Schwab 
with both the board and the corpo- 
tation. 

Things had been done and e 
ne testified, „because of Mr. 
Schwab's connection which probably 
would not be allowed otherwise, and. 
though I was satisfied Mr. Schwab 
knew personally nothing of them, 
the influence from Mr. Schwab's 
cual position was prevalent just the 
same. 


“Though at that time I had never 
met Mr. Schwab I was satisfied from 
my knowlodge of hiz record that ne 
would be the first th condemn any 
injustice by his corporation towards 
the government and would willingly 
and gladly return any monies im- 
properly paid his corporation.” 

The witness said he never talked 
to Mr. Schwab about the alleged ir- 
tegularities, but believed Mr. 
Schwab would have welcomed an 
audit of the ‘Bethlehem corporation. 

In reply to questions, he made it 
plain that his charges did not in- 
clude the Bethlehem corporation 
alone, but various yards 
througout the country.

According to affidavits submitted, 
Walker D. Hines, director general 
at the time of the suit. charged the 
existence of an agreement between 
shipper and consignee to conceal 
liquor in barrels of pitch. 

In October, 1918, a shipment of 
“roofing pitch” was seized by fed- 
eral agents. In the center of the 
barrels liquor was found surround- 
ed by bona fide pitch. The consignee 
then refused to pay tariff on either 
pitch or liquor. Director General 
Hines instituted proceedings against 
the consignee to collect freightage 
according to liquor rates. 

Holding that the transportation 
of liquor is in violation of both fed- 
eral and state statutes, and that the 
contract to transport “roofing pitch” 
was made in good faith on the part 
of the railroad, the court of appeals 
decided that the consignee was re-

THE WAT TO STOP IT. 

Judge W. L Grubb, of the fed- 
eral court for the northern dis- 
trict of Alabama, who is here to 
help Judge Sibley dispose of 
an unusually congested calendar 
of whisky and other criminal 
cases, is an advocate of fron bars 
instead of money fines as a cure 
for blind tigerism. 

“I have found,” said Judge. 
Grubb, in a newspaper interview, 
“that fines in liquor cases seldom 
have the effect of prohibiting fur- 
ther violations. Jail sentences are 
much more effective.” 

The blind tiger peddler of boot- 
leg intoxicants sold under the 
guise of whisky has no dread of 
what that gentry calls a “fining 
judge.” 


As a general rule being fined | 


imposes no greater hardship upon 
them than being compelled to pay 
a revenue tax—if as great. They 
regard an occasional fine as 
mighty cheap license to do busi- 
ness. 

The tiger, brought to the bar of 
justice, pays his fine and smiles; 
leaves the courtroom and goes 
back to his haunts and resumes 
operations. And the chances are 
that he makes enough profit in a 
day to reimburse him for the lit- 
tle inconvenience his entangle- 
ment with the law occasioned. 

But he dreads jail! Six months 
or a year on a chaingang leaves an 
impression on his mind that he 
can never outlive. 

A London, England, judge said 
the other day that drink is the 
cause of half the crime in Eng- 
land directly, and it is the indi- 
rect cause of a large proportion 
of the other half. 

If that is true in England, where 
pure whisky is legally gold, what 
must be the truth regarding the 
crime effect of the potash poison 
that is being sold in this country 


as whisky! 


There is plenty of evidence to. 
justify the conclusion that the 
crime wave that is now ‘sweeping 
the country is attributable largely 
to the maddening drink that is be- 
ing peddled defiantly and almost 
openly by bootleggers, who are 
waxing fat while occasionally be- 
ing fined. 

The place to begin any serious 
effort to stamp out our so-called 
“crime wave” is at the source of 
the illicit liquor supply. 

If the judges really want to see 
crime checked, they can check it 
by fewer fines and more jail or 
road work sentences.

THE NERVE OF THE STOMACH. 

The famous twelte pairs of 
nerves which emerge directly from 
the brain supply the organs of spe- 


cial sense: facial expression, 
breathing and digestion. The tenth 
pair, called the Pneumogastric 
(lung-stomaeh) nerves or Vagus 
(wandering) nerves, control the 
movements of the stomach and the 
secretion of the gastric juice.

GEORGIA SCHOOL 
WARR .NTS BOUGHT 


BY R. N. BERRIEN | 


The sale of $3,500,000 of Georgia's 
school warrants, which has just 
been made here, was the largest 
financial transaction in the south- 
east in several years. The suc- 
cessful bidder was R. N. Berrien, 
Jr. & Co., df Atlanta. 

The rate of disccunt offered by 
Mr. Berrien was 6.92 per cent. It 
was over 1 per cent higher than his 
successful bid of 5.83 per cent for 


the 1920 school warrants and 2 per 
cent higher than his successful bid 
of 4.90 per cent for the 1919 school 
warrants. 

While the recent financing has 
been accomplished by increased 
rates from year to year, the atten- 
tion of the governor was called to 
the fact that the theoretical dis- 
count rate should be 7.25 per cent. 
which is arrived at on the follow- 
ing basis: 

Since January, 1920, U. S. Victory 
notes are selling at 1.90 per cent 
increase; typical high-grade issu- 
ing bodies in the states of New York 
and Massachusetts are paying an 
average increased per centage of 
1.29 per cent; the federal reserve 
‘discount rate has been increased 1 
per cent; and the average renewal 
call money rate in New York ha 
increased 1.48 per cent. 

The average of these four impor- 
tant short-term money rates shows 
1.42 per cent, which, added to the 
successful award last year, 5.83 per 
cent, would show the theoretical 
rate to be 7.25 per cent, 

‘Mr. Berrien shaded this arbitrary 
figure 33 points, or one-third of 1 
per cent, because of his firm con- 
viction, as he told the governor, of 
the wonderful recuperative powers 
— the people of the state of Geor- 
gia. He declared further that the 
state, in his opinion, was on the 
verge of the * vee os of pros- 
perity, it h enjoyed in a number 
of years. 

It is stated at the capitol that 
the warrants will be issued from 
month to month to pay the school 
appropriation of the state for 1921. 
The warrants will be due Febru- 
ary 1, 1922. 

The sale of the warrants is the 
se transaction of the kind since 

e bond issue of $3,500,000 in 1915, 
all of which issue was bought by 
Asa G. Candler, of Atianta.

Mrs. Fred Peters Claims 
Mate Left Her to Wed 
Another Woman. 


Sensational developments may re- 
sult from a federal investigation of 
the case of Fred Peters, pastry cook, 
alleged German spy and bigamist, 
who was imprisoned at police sta- 
tion Thursday after his wife, who 
lives at 73 Rankin street, had 
told city detectives her reason 
for taking fifteen grains of bichlo- 
ride of mercury Wednesday night in 
an attempt to end her life. 

The case of Peters, who is 33 
years of age, and boards at 629 West 
Peachtree street, attracted the at- 
tention Thursday of the bureau of 
investigation of the department of 
justice, and agents were immediate 
ly assigned to an investigation of 
the charges made by the young 
woman. 

Mrs. Peters had practically recov- 
ered Thursday from the effects of 
her attempt at suicide which she 
attributed to despondency over es- 
trangement fom her husband. She 
told detectives that he had left her 
last October and married a young 
German woman who came to Amer- 
ica after the signing of the armi- 
stice. 

Announcement was made at the 
federal building that the govern- 
ment will investigate the charges 
of Mrs. Peters that her husband was 
an agent of the kaiser during the 
war, and also determine the circum- 
stances of the alleged bigamous 
marriage charged by Mrs. Peters to 
see if any violation of the Mann 
white slave act was committed. 

According to detectives, Mrs. Pe- 
ters said that Peters was born in 
Switzerland, and received an educa- 
tion in Germany. He is a master 
of four languages, she stated. Pe- 
ters came to America about five 
years ago, and upon his refusal] to 
become a naturalized citizen, he was 
interned at Mineola, Long Island, 
for 18 months, it is alleged. 

Mrs. Peters said that Peters came 
to Atlanta in October, 1919, and they 
were married the foll owing May. 
Very often, she said, mail was re- 
ceived at their home ‘written in Ger- 
many. He told her, according to her 
statement to officers, that he was 
a former member of the Gérman im- 
perial guard, and that he was then 
an agent of the German government, 
having been sent here on a secret 
mission. 

He became acquainted, Mrs. Pe- 
ters said, with other German agents 
when he obtained work as pastry 
cook at a local hotel.

| Nervous Over Situation 


BY R. L. BARNUM 


New York, January 20.—Professional traders who are short of the 
stock market sold out. Bulls were more nervous today than at any 
time since prices started to advance early this year. This ‘was due to 
the ease with which pools took hold of specialties and rapidly marked 
up prices. General Asphalt affords a striking example of what the 
pools are doing. This stock was taken from the curb during the break 

in the market of last December and listed on the big exchange, where 
it declined from 43 to 32%. This morning it opened at 66, up a frac- 
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tion, and then shot up by noon to 70, showing a recovery of 37% 
points from the low of last month. 

There is absolutely no news in General Asphalt outside of the fact 
that the price of the stock is being bid up by the operations of a 
strong Philadelphia pool. What has been going on in asphalt for the 
past three weeks has now started up in many other specialties, such 
as International Paper, Texas Pacific Coal and Oil, California Petro- 
leum, American Linseed, Cuban American Sugar, American Beet 
Sugar, American Ship and Commerce. These stocks were up today 
from 2 to 5 points or more on very active trading, the turnover in 
_ asphalt, for instance, being two or three times as large as in Steel 


common, Baldwin and other standard shares. 

The fact that the specialties were actively bid up partly by buying 
by western commission houses acting for the public, while the rails 
were heavy and standard industrials were standing still, made Wall 
street skeptical. But, then, since the market started to advance early 
this year, Wall street traders have been fighting, which means that 
Wall street has been wrong, and the west and other parts of the 
country buying stocks were right. Many stocks are now up 10, 20, 30 
points or more from the low levels of last December. 

It is possible that the pools working for higher prices, which were 
put out of business temporarily at least by last year’s sensational 
decline in November and December, may attract enough outide public 
buying to make up for the elimination of the short interest, That 
remains to be seen. As the matter now stands, the gradual elimination 
of the shorts by pool operations is creating technical weakness in the 
market. In the last hour call money advanced from 6 to 7 per cent 
and the market sold off. 


Declares Dividend. 


Columbia Gas and Electric directors met today ang declared a 
regular quarterly dividend of $1.50 on the stock, increasing the regular 
annual rate from 5 per cent to 60. At the close of last year an extra 
$1 was declared, making the rate for 1920 6 per cent. 

Inasmuch as the B. F. Goodrich company directors declare quar- 
terly dividend three months in advanced and did not declare the next 
payment at the meeting held late yesterday, Wall street is of the 
belief that the next quarterly payment of 1% per cent will be passed, 

In the announcement given out it was stated that, while the 
accounts for 1920 had not been completely audited, the profits of the 
year would be largely consumed by marking down inventories to a fair 
market value. It was also stated that a new fund of $10,000,000 had 
been set up out of the profit and loss surplus as a reserve fund to 
provide for all possiblé contingent losses resulting in delivery of 
raw material contracted for at higher prices. The opinion here is that 
last year’s profit and loss surplus will be greatly reduged by the mark- 
ing down of inventories which, at the close of 1919, amounted to 
$54,184,975. The difference between the inventory account $54,184,000 
and bills payable amounting to $24,068,000, was included in the profit 
and loss surplus. As far as Wall street can see, the setting up of the 
special $10,000,000 fund from the profit and loss surplus was merely a 7 
fancy bookkeeping tranaction. 

Optimism and Pessemism. 

A large part of today’s financial and industrial news is pitched 
in very different keys. All of it dealing with the past such as the 
Armour and Butler Brothers’ annüal reports for 1920 are decidedly 
pessimistic; but even these reports in the parts referring to the future 
strike a hopeful note. Some lines dealing with the future, notably the 
railroads and steel, see only liquidation ahead. In other branches 
where liquidation has been violent such as dry goods and shoe and 
leather optimism and confidence is expressed. 

The Butler Brothers report states that net earnings for the first 
half of 1920 as: determined by the inventories of June 30 were over 
$5,500,000 but that depreciation in the prices of merchandise during 
the last quarter of the year amounted to a loss of $7,750,000 wiping 
out all of the net earnings of the year except $747,524. The Armour 


& Co. report shows that while total sales were $900,000,000 it was 


necessary to draw upon reserves of foreign subsidiary companies to 
show a net profit of $5,319,000 or 2.4 per cent on the average net in- 
vestment of $231,000,000. These advance statements for 1920 fairly 
indicate what may be expected of many companies. However, as to 
the future J. Ogden Armour says: 7 

“The coming months should show a brisk business and satisfac- 
_ tory profits.” Similar views were expressed here last night by the 
1.100 goods men at the annual dinner of the National Wholesale 
Dry Goods association. In reviewing the shoe and leather industry 
of New England, the First National bank, of Boston, says: “With in- 
. ventories taken and losses charged off there is a strong inclination 
to do business. The shoe factories are beginning to cut more shoes 
in some instances while in other cases there is. eyidence of special 
endeavors to keep organizations intact or to get in touch with oper- 
atives who have been scattered through unemployment of the past few 
months. 

More Employes Released. 

Long Island, Norfolk and Western and other railroads have fol- 
lowed Pennsylvania’s lead to lay off men, President Maher, of the com- 
pany, last named, stating that the falling off in business since January 
1 had been very serious. But this situation like that covered in the

Chicago, January 20.—Uncertain- 
ty about Argentine export taxes to- 
gether with lessening of new ex- 
port business in this country had 
a bearish effect today on the wheat 
market here. Prices closed heavy 
at 81-2 to 41-4c net lower, with 
March $1.633-4 to $1.49 and May 
$1.60 1-4 to $1.601-2, Corn lost 1-8 
to 3-8c; oats 1-8 to to 1-8@1-4c, and 
provisions 12 to 40c. 

Attention of Wheat traders cen- 
tered at first almost wholly on the 
truth of advices that the Argen- 
tina government had taken action 
which implied that there would be 
no tax on exports.
